The close to $100,000,000 goal was 
adopted by the delegates to help 
meet the 1955 budgetary needs of 
the Appeal’s constituent agencies.

3'nai B'rith Urges 
Sabbath Observance 
On New Year's Eve 

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Since 
New Year’s Eve occurs on a Fri- 
day evening this year, B’nai B’rith 
reiterated its fixed policy regard- 
ing the sanctity of the Sabbath 
in a statement issued to its 1600 
;odges and chapters throughout the 
United States and Canada this 
week. The B’nai B'rith statement 
requoted a policy resolution of an 
Executive Committee meeting in 
February 1953, which reads as fol- 
lows: “No unsuitable affair should 
be held on a Jewish holiday, and 
the Sabbath should never be vio- 
lated in any way by a B’nai B’rith 
function. The above is the policy 
of B'nai B'rith and all its units 
are strongly urged to adhere to it. 

The B’nai B’rith Women adopted 
a similar resolution at a meeting 
held earlier this year in which they 
urged its members to limit Sab- 
bath functions to Oneg Shabbats. 

Rabbinical groups in many cities 
have issued appeals to maintain the 
sanctity of the Sabbath by not ar- 
ranging or sponsoring any public 
celebrations on New Year’s Eve. 
They point to the holiness of the 
Sabbath as one of the foundations 
of the Jewish faith and urge Jews 
to spend the evening in prayer 
and meditation at their synagogues 
or temples.

In ever larger measure Ameri- 
cans of differing colors and creeds 
are recognizing that brotherhood 
is of the very warp and woof of 
American life. As in the critical 
days of the American Revolution, 

Ben Franklin’s warning holds true 
today: “We had better hang to- 
gether or we will hang separately.” 

Brotherhood Has Two Sides 

But if the high sentiments of 
brotherhood are to affect the con- 
crete issues and tensions of our 
time, we must remember that bro- 
therhood is a coin with ttvo sides. 

We must, to be sure, emphasize the 
elements we share in common. 

Also we must reckon with the dif- 
ferences of outlook, temperament 
and approach which constitute the 
unique elements of human person- 
ality. Unless we seek to penetrate 
to the innermost recesses of our 
brother’s soul, his hopes, ideals and 
anxieties, his beliefs, fears and 
doubts, protestations of brother- 
hood are a travesty and a delusion. 

An old-world Jewish rabbi was 
accustomed to say that he had 
learned the meaning of love and 
brotherhood from a drunken Rus- 
sian peasant. “One day,” he said, 

“I entered an inn where two peas- 
ants were sitting at a table over 
their vodka. They were already ad- 
vanced in their cups and were em- 
bracing each other and telling each 
other how much they loved each 
other. Suddenly Peter turned to 
Ivan and said: “Tell me, Ivan, what 
hurts me?’ ‘How should I know 
what hurts you’ answered Ivan. ‘If 
you don’t know what hurts me, how' 
can you say you love me?’ ”

Modem Judaism Without 
Missionaries 

It is to contribute to the inner 
understanding of Judaism by Jew 
and Christians that I wish to ex- 
plain why modern Judaism has no 
missionaries. 

Few words strike so deep a re- 
sponse in Christian hearts as the 
word “missionary.” It may be a 
dark hut in the midst of the Afri- 
can jungle or a low rambling bam- 
boo house in a Chinese river valley 
or a tent pitched in a clearing of 
the Australian bush. On the other 
hand, it may be much nearer home 
and take the form of a settlement 
house or recreation center in a 
slum neighborhood of our great 
cities. The missionary may carry 
on medical or educational activities, 
stressing social . service or youth 
work. Basically, ho\yever, the pur- 
pose of the missionary is to save 
men’s souls and the goal is indi- 
cated in the New Testament, “Be- 
lieve on me and ye shall be saved.” 

Perhaps the most widely publi- 
cized type of missionary activity is 
the spectacular conversion of well- 
known men and women from time 
to time, which is recorded in great 
detail in the press. 

Missionary work - is one of the 
most characteristic features on 
Christianity. Strangely enough 
however, the religion from which 
Christianity arose, the faith that 
Jesus and the Apostles themselves 
professed, employs no missionaries. 

Are Jews Superior? 

How comes it that the mother 
faith does not utilize this type of 
activity in spreading its teachings? 
Would it not be an excellent way 
, to help guarantee its survival, es- 
pecially' after six millions of its 
I children have been brutally done to I 
death? The question is often asked I 


that Jews regard themselves as su- 
perior and wish no infiltration of 
non- Jews into their ranks. Judaism, 
it is often argued, is a racial or 
ethnic religion and is unconcerned 
with the rest of the human race. 

Like so many other opinions 
strongly held about Jews and 
Judasim, these views are untrue. 
The Jewish religion has no doctrine 
of racial superiority and no traffic 
with the bloody nonsense of the v 
racial myth and blood purity which 
the Nazis propagated so successful- 
ly. Nor it is true that Judaism is 
unconcerned with the salvation of 
mankind as a whole. The facts are 
quite to the contrary. 

Judaism Was Not Always Opposed 

As a matter of fact, Judaism was 
not always opposed to mission- 
aries. The present-day attitude of 
Judaism toward missionaries has 
both a history and a theory. Both 
must be understood in all their 
complexity. When Judaism first 
arose in the ancient world, it was, 
by its very nature, committed to 
a struggle against all the other re- 
ligions of the day. For they were 
all pagan in character and recog- 
nized the existence of many gods. 
Judaism proclaimed one Living 
God, who was Creator of the uni- 


verse and Father of all men and 
nations. Hence, all other gods were 
false and things of naught and it 
was the duty of the believers in the 
truth to turn their fellow-men away 
from error. This was the principal 
activity of the unknown prophet of 
the Babylonian exile, whose writ- 
ings have come down to us in the 
book of Isaiah. He fought against 
the prevailing idolatry of his time, 
proclaiming the duty of Israel to 
set the prisoners free from the dun- 
geon and those who dwell in dark- 
ness from the prisonhouse. Israel 
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was to be a light to the nation? 
a witness to the living God.

* Charles L. Farris, were greatly en- 
couraged by the United States Su 
preme Court’s recent announcement 
of a constitutional principle that 
may eventually work a vast im- 
provement in the appearance of 
American cities. 

In an unanimous opinion, written 
by Mr. Justice Douglas, the court 
said that laws intended for no 
other purpose than to improve the 
appearance of cities are constitu- 
tional. Here is the language of the 
opinion: 

“It is within the power of the 
legislature to determine that the 
community should be beautiful as 
well as healthy, spacious as well as 
clean, well-balanced as well as care- 
fully patroled.” 

The court never before has gone 
so far toward proclaiming that the 
doctrine, with respect to the in- 
herent right of states to enact 
laws for protection of the health, 
comfort and safety of the people 
includes the power to enact laws 
for the improvement and beautifi- 
cation of the community. 

The court’s ruling, in the opinion 
of Executive Director Farris, '"will 
expedite the work of the St. Louis 
Land Clearance Authority and 
make for greater progress in the 
city’s slum clearance program. It 
should be a deterrent to any suit 
that might be brought to question 
the validity of Missouri’s urban re- 
development law, which is similar 
to that of the nation’s capital.

But this "love your neighbor” attitude excludes one group— 

die Jewish people. The Jewish liberal who proclaims freedom of 

conscience for all but his fellow' Jews is not an exception. 

Depending upon the speaker 

. . . the orthodox Jew is always "old-fashioned, old-worldish and 
superstitious." 

.• • • reform Jew is always "ignorant, too lazy to perform the 
traditional rituals, and an assimilationist.” 

. . . the conservative Jew' is classified with the reform by the 
orthodox, and with the orthodox by the- reform; they "simply can't 
make up their minds.” 

Our uncharitable attitude towards fellow' Jew's extends into or- 
ganizational and social life. Sometimes it is depressing to have to 
listen to these slurs and charges. A bit more dignity w'ould be 
in place. 

Sensitivity to self-criticism: yes; interplay of ideas: yes; expos- 
ing the superficial and fallacious: yes such dynamism of community 
life should not be inhibited. But we can do without the self-depreci- 
ating and self-hating attitude, which would be classifed anti-Semitic 
if coming from non-Jews.

The Sukkah Built By Machetes 


LUZON, Philippine Islands— 
What made this typically hot day 
any different from all the rest were 
two grim-looking Filipino brothers 
and the 30-inch machetes which 
they were wielding. Ceferino Cano- 
no, 26, and Leocado, 22, silently 
entered the office of a young Air 
Force lieutenant during the deso- 
late noon hour and surprised the 
officer at his desk. 

The Flilpinos motioned the Amer- 
ican to follow them., The three 
men — Ceferino first, the lieutenant 
next, and Leocado bringing up the 
rear — walked silently along the 
edge of the air base towards the 
nearby Pampanga Jungle. After a 
while Ceferino looked at the of- 
ficer and beckoned him with the 
weapon. “We go here,” he muttered. 
The procesion continued into the 
depths and shadows of the jungle. 

The elder brother stopped after 
a few minutes and asked Leocado, 
in the native Tagalog, if he thought 
it was a good spot. Getting a “yes” 
for an answer, he said to the of- 
ficer, “We are ready, sir. 1 ' 

Thus began the building of the 
first recorded Sukkah of its kind 
in the history of the Air Force, 
built with the help of the two na- 
tives, who were really very friendly 
and most cooperative, this writer, 
and S/Sgt Ira Weiner, Chaplain’s 
Assistant of Baytown, Texas, out 
of bamboo poles and banana leaves, 
the Sukkah was one of dignity, re- 
pose and beauty. It was built 
strictly K’Halacha (free translation 
— “according to Hoyle”). 

This was part of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board’s world-wide 
Operation Sukkos” which made 
possible the celebration of the Feast 
of Booths by GIs wherever they 
were stationed as well as by hos- 
pitalized veterans. 

The Sukkah had been planned 
weeks in advance. Pictures of Suk- 


mode ration and pride moves 
through them all. The persecuted 
stand in glory before their persecu- 
tors and struggle against all odds 
for learning, belief, and Torah. One

*sh History (page 324, Jewish Pub- 
lication Society, Philadelphia, Pa., 
price — $4) is a collection of essays 
on Jewish life by the outstanding 
historian, Cecil Roth. The essays 
touch the bizarre, the little-known, 
the sad, the amusing, the romantic. 
Tlioy include valuable statistics, de- 
tailed description, dynamic people, 
and authoritative detail. This is in- 
deed a book that must be read and 
placed in a convenient spot for fu- 
ture re-reading. 

The first essay is not the most 
colorful nor dramatic of the twenty- 
three. Yet, it is one of the most ap 
propriate. In this essay we find i 
challenge and a hope for Judaism. 
“Par all ell and Paradox” focuses on 
similarities in our own struggles 
k and predictions for Jewish life and 
those of the past. The references 
i. are specific and timely, the mean- 
ings are clear. There is great chal- 
. lenge in the essay and great hope. 
The theme is basic in emphasizing 
Jewish survival in terms of an in- 
dividual civilization and culture — 
with- “Jewish learning . . . the one 
tried preservative.” 

“T he Jewish as a European,” 
“the Unassimilable Jew” and “the 
; Medieval Conception of the Jew” 
all trace Jewish history through 
important periods of development 
and change. Although Jewish popu- 
lations have spread to ever corner 
of the earth the Jew is fundamen- 
tally a key figure in the history of 
"Western civilization. Through mis- 
conception and persecution Jewish 
life has maintained itself; yet in 
a more pessimistic mood Roth 
shows that^the Jews are not as un- 
assimilable as often claimed. Jew- 
ish populations have not kept pace 
•with the world populations and 
even now in the outlying communi- 
ties of the western world the depre- 
ciation continues. 

The theme of the fifth essay, the 
“Eternal Protestant” once again 
shows Roth's astute ability to re- 
Me historical characteristics to the 
temper of the day. This is one of 


cussions. The idea is simple. The 
Jew is a herald of controversy, a 
clarion of democratic change. Be- 
cause of his background and learn- 
ing he will always be in the fore- 
front of groups and causes which 
are active toward breaking the sta- 
tus quo. And to reassure the timid 
and fearful, Roth is emphatic in 
his claim that this is one of Ju- 
daisms major contributions. In fact, 
this attribute is so vital: “In no 
narrow theological sense, it may be 
said that the survival of Judaism 
may yet mean the salvation of 
civilization.” 

“The Medieval University and 
the Jew” “Forced Baptisms” and 
“The Madonna of the Scroll,” are 
authoritative, descriptive studies of 
some of the savage open persecu- 
tions of the Jews. Roth tries to 
present these studies objectively 
and faculty. However, so dramatic 
and bitter are the themes that the 
writer can only be swept away by 
the disasters. In each of these writ- 
ings the descriptions move with 
terrible fury. And still a tone of

Superstitions and folkways as 
found in the ghetto are reviewed 
briefly in the sixth essay. This is 
not quite as colorful as essay eight, 
“a Community of Slaves.” This 
study depicts the history of the 
Jews of Malta, a “communty of 
captives. The knights of the Order 
of St. John, degenerate knight- 
errants and pirates of Christen- 
dom, prayed upon the Mediterrane- 
an trade routes. The cosmopolitan 
Jewish traders and travelers among 
their most pathetic victims. The 
Jewish literature relating to the 
tribulation of the captives, the 
community organization built 
around the self-sacrifices and the 
ransoming, the spiritual life on the 
Island — all are traced with sympa- 
thy and compassion by the author. 
Even a touch of stern humor tem- 
pers the writing. Actually this is 
not only an essay but a story; a 
story that moves the reader to 
drive even deeper into the rich and 
varied treasure of the successive 
essays. 

These several essays are only the 
beginning. There are twenty-three 
essays in all, each appealing to a 
different interest and historical 
concern. All are written with the 
master touch: simple, dramatic, 
patient, objective. This is indeed 
a book to own, to read, to use as a 
reference, to pass along to one’s 
friends and children, and to take 
its place with the finest of its kind.

NEW YORK — A grandmother 
who for 13 years had sought the 
whereabouts of her late son s 
daughter, and who in the mean- 
| time had collected for her $2000 
in German restitution money, in 
the hope that she would some day 
find the girl and turn it over to 
her. recently fulfilled her heart’s 
desire when the Tel Aviv office of 
United HIAS Service, the Jewish 
international migration agency, lo- 
cated the sought person in Israel 
and put her in touch with her 
grandmother now living in Aus- 
tralia. 

According to a report received 
at world headquarters of United 
HIAS Service, the story dates back 
to 1941. 

Mrs. Rosa Cohen, a German refu- 
gee from the Hitler terror, ap- 
pealed from Shanghai to HIAS for 
news of her son, Dr. Harry Schind- 
ler. HIAS located Dr. Schindler in 
a concentration camp in France. 
His wife, who had been living in 
Brussels, Belgium with their only 
child, Lore, came to him there, and 
died the day after she arrived. The 
child stayed with her father, who 
died in 1942. HIAS, working 
through its Marseilles branch, suc- 
I ceeded in liberating the girl from 
^the camp and concealed her with 
a friendly French family. Contact 
with the girl was later lost. 

The years passed, and the clyld s 
grandmother continued her efforts 
to locate the child, first from 
China and later from ^ustrali^

greater demands on the energies ot 
human beings in the past twenty 
j years. Many scholars believe that a 
great increase in nervous tension 
has been generated in people be- 
cause the human psyche is not up 
to meeting the strict demands of 
modern urban living. The human 
I being has not changed psycholog- 
ically or neurologically since the 
storie age. Man, with a Stone Age 
constitution, is now living in a 
high speed, intricately mechanized 
systematically geared machine age 
j city. 

Not too many years ago, we were 
on more intimate terms with hu- 
man and animal waste. In an agri- 
cultural economy such waste prod- 
ucts had great positive value in 
making a living. If you want to 
i know how valuable, buy a few 
truck loads of manure, or a few 
bags of fertilizer. With no inside 
! plumbing or running water, the dis- 
posal of human waste could not 
possibly be the secretive, tfdorless, 
process into which we have trans- 
formed it. By and large, the han- 
dling and mechanical disposition of 
human y^aste was an open and 
above board routine, and psycho- 
logically casual activity. It was not 
a taboo subject. Human waste did 
not arouse in adults the kind of 
nausea, disgust and revulsion which 
is experienced today. This change 
of attitude is very relevant to our 
interest. Children were then not so 
exposed to the urgent necessity of 
becoming toilet trained before they 
could walk. Nor were they exposed 
to strong feelings of disgust from 
their parents during the process of 
training. 

We need to Appreciate the poten- 
tial danger to the child of our cur- 
rent social attitude toward personal 
cleanliness. Examine your own feel- 
ings. If human waste strikes you as 
being particularly disgusting and 
repulsive, you have two strikes 
against you when you start to train 
your child. If you cannot moderate 
your feelings, but find them beyond 
your conscious control, then you 
have a problem which you will 
transmit to your child in the 
process of training.
